Note. —Most of the organizations named above publish the proceedings of ttielr annual meet- 
ings. These are sometimes Included ■with the reports of the State Departments of Agriculture, 
but are usually Issued separately. It Is now dlmcult to obtain fun sets of reports of the older 
associations, which embrace much dairy Information of a valuable and practical character. 
The same Is true of reports of the American Dairymen's Association (1866-80) and the North- 
western Dairymen's Association (1867-83), which were disbanded when their field of operation 
had become occupied by the younger associations In the several States. 

A considerable part of the expenses of holding conventions, and publishing repoi-ts are met 
by membership fees and subscriptions of private Individuals, Arms, and towns where meetings 
are held. Prizes, consisting of money and articles useful In the dairy, are frequently offered by 
the supply trade for the best packages of butter and cheese exhibited at the meetings. In some 
States the expenses are largely defrayed by annual grants by the legislatures. From this source 
the Minnesota Dairymen's Association and Wisconsin Dairymen's Association receive f2,0(X),00 
each; the Connecticut Dairymen's Association, Nebraska Dairymen's Association, and Vermont 
Dairymen's Association receive |1, 0(X).oo each; the IlUnols State Dairymen's Association, Indiana 
State Dairymen's Association, and Granite State Dau-ymen's Association receive I5()0.00 each; 
and the Minnesota State Butter and Cheese Makers' Association receives ^00.00; in Iowa the 
expense of printing and distributing the proceedings of the annual meetings of the State Dairv 
Association is borne by the State. 



DAIRY SCHOOLS, 1899. 

In the prominent dairy States and in several others, the State agricultural 
colleges conduct dairy schools in which they offer short courses in the different 
branches of dairying. Instruction continues a few weeks and is given by lec- 
tures, laboratory practice, and work in the dairy. It includes the principles of 
breeding and feeding dairy cattle, practical exercises in testing milk, and the 
manufacture and care of dairy products ; in some cases, also, the pasteurization 
of milk and a brief study of dairy bacteriology. There are few entrance require- 
ments. 

All of the instruction given in the short courses is offered to students taking 
the full college courses in a^culture, and these have opportunity to pursue 
advanced work and to specialize along lines in which they are most interested. 

As a rule all the work in the creamery and cheese factory short courses bears 
directly upon these industries, while in the farm dairy courses subjects less 
closely related to dairying are usually taken. 

The kinds of short courses offered, the seasons at which given, and the addresses 
of i)ersons from whom full particulars can be obtained, are stated below. In 
some of the States not named the regular college courses in agriculture include 
instruction in dairying and in these cases arrangements can usually be made to 
tEike lectures and laboratory work and, at times, practical work along dairy 
lines, by corresponding with the professors of agriculture at the State agricul- 
tural colleges.
